The report eulogizes 
the late President McKinley, and 
recommends that the federation 
make a direct appropriation to the 
M cK inley memorial fund. 
There were 916 charters granted 
to a nions by the federation during 
the year, and the council adv ocates 
the pa ssa g e by congress of anti-in­ 
junction

Chinese exclusion 
la w s.

The council regrets the effort 
made in certain parts of the west 
to div ide and injure the labor mov e­ 
ment, a nd recommends that mem­ 
bers of the council be sent to the 
conv ention of the western federa- 
t*on of miners, with the object of 
bring ing about harmony. 
R ev ision of the “ D on’t patron­ 
ize” list is recommended, as it is 
t o o lo n g , and many firms are out 
of existence.

Libel Suit Was Dismissed by 
the Plaintiif. 


A MYSTERIOUS “BROWN” 


¿said to Have Caused the Dismissal 
Eepublie Disclaims Fartieipa- 
tio n in Eü diîjg tiie Case. 


Yesterday at Kansas City , say s 
to day ’s 
Republic, 
William 
O. 
Cardwell perso nally dismissed his 
suit fo r damages against the R e­ 
public. 
His lawy er, Walsh, was 
in St. Lo uis, supervising pro ceed­ 
ings o f attachment fo r Excise Co ;a- 
missio ner Seibert, who had refused 
to go to Kansas City fo r the pur­ 
po se o f being examined as a wit­ 
ness in the same case. 
Mr. Ro z- 
zelle, Walsh’s Kansas City law 
partner, was no t 
co nsulted by 
Cardwell. 
No r did Mr. New, the 
Republic’s lo cal co unsel in Kansas 
City , have any kno wledge o f the 
affair. 
Cardwell wired Walsh, but ap­ 
parently acted witho ut waiting fo r 
a reply . 
Cardwell stated that 
man named Bro wn, pro fessiiig to 
represent the Republic, made a 
pro po sitio n which was accepted. 
The Republic has never sug­ 
gested a settlement. 
No r has it 
ever o ffered to retract o r mo dify 
any publicatio n o f which Cardwell 
co mplained. 
Cardwell refuses, o r 
is unable,to identify the. my sterio us 
and genero us Mr. Bro wn. 
In St. Lo uis the attachment pro ­ 
ceedings 
against 
Co mmissio z:er 
Seibert were 
dro pped 
by Mr. 
Walsh. 
The Kansas City and St. 
Lo uis news repo rts tell the sto ry . 


A special dispatch fro m Kan8.*s 
City , to the Republic, gives the 
fo llo wing additio nal light o n the 
dismissal: 
Ex-Representative William O, 
Cardwell this afcerno o n vo luntarily 
dismissed 
his 
libel suit lo dged 
against the St. Lo uis Republic. 
The step was taken during the ab­ 
sence, and, it is declared, against 
the advice o f his o wn lawy er, 
Frank P. Walsh. 
It was also do ne 
witho ut 
Alexander 
New, lo cal 
co unsel fo r the Republic, being 
co nsidered o r co nsulted. 
Sho rtly after luncheo n Cardwell 
enco untered the co urt repo rters fo r 
the Kansas City newspapers and 
said: “ Abo ut 4 o ’clo ck I will have 
so me news to give o ut.” 
A t that ho ur, o r near it, he 
walked up to the clerk o f the cir­ 
cuit co urt, called fo r the co mplaint 
and o ther papers in his case and 
indo rsed o n them a stipulatio n dis­ 
missing the pro ceedings. 
To Deputy Clerk David Mc- 
Clannahan Cardwell 
anno unced 
his readiness to piy all co sts. 
He 
did no t make a tender o f the mo n­ 
ey . 
This, perhaps, was because 
the clerk co uld no t then furnish 
him with the exact figures. 
The abrupt terminatio n o f this 
suit is a co mplete surprise in lo cal 
circles, and already , scarce fo ur 
ho urs o ld, has precipitated a very 
bitter fight. 
What suppo rters o r 
fo llo wers Mr. Cardwell had in the 
co ntro versy he deser d, and they 
ate charging b id fait h. 
This is in­ 
vo lving Atto rney Frank Walsh, 
but the fact that Mr. Walsh, fo r 
Cardwell, fared no wo rse than Mr. 
New, fo r the Repub ic, in being 
igno red, simply leu as mo re my s­ 
tery to what to nigbt is puzzling 
the Kansas City po liMcians, 
Cardwell’b o wn btatement o f the 
affair fo llo ws: 
“ This mo rning I received a tele­ 
gram fro m a man 1 amed Bro wn 
asking me to meet him at the Mid­ 
land ho tel at It o ’clo ck. 
I was o n 
hand at that time and was acco sted 
by a man I hud never seen befo re. 
He to ld me that he was fro m St. 
Lo uis, sent here by the Republic, 
with instructio ns to settle the co n­ 
tro versy between us. 
I at o nce 
wired my atto rney , who was in St. 
Lo uis, that I was abc at to co nsider 
? pro po sitio n to 
raw my case. 
“ The answer to this was a tele­ 
gram fro m Mr. W^dsh, urging me 
no t to withdraw unless 1 wo ulc be 
acco rded a rt tractio n,and urging me 
to ho ld o ff -he settlement ano ther 
day . 
It was then to o late; I bad 
signed a stipulatio n to withdraw 


the suit and a waiver fo r all po ssi­ 
ble damages in the premises, 
“ I did no t learn the exact iden­ 
tificatio n o f rny 
visito r. 
There 
was no my stery suggested to me 
until I had left him. 
I am no t 
prepared to give his initials o r 
where I met him. 
I must say 
no thing mo re until I have seen my 
co unsel, Mr. Walsh, 
He will re­ 
turn to mo rro w mo rning.” 
With the fact that Cardwell had 
withdrawn his suit, a transcript o f 
his o wn statement, the info rmatio n 
given by this unnamed info rmant 
and the info rmatio n by the Mid­ 
land ho tel management, ano ther 
trip was made to the o ffices o f 
Co unselo r Nev;L-_ By this time Mr. 
New was prepared to admit that 
the reco rds sho wed a withdrawal. 
Mr. New declared that the Repub­ 
lic had no t suggested a settlement. 
When to ld that Cardwell was as­ 
serting bro adcast that “ Bro wn” 
came to liun fro m the Republic, 
Mr. New said ; 
“ It go es witho ut say ing that if 
my 
clients, the 
Republic, had 
tho ught o f settling this case it 
wo uld have no tified o r co nsulted 
this o ffice.” 
Dissitisfied with these 
state- 
statements a lo cal press agent sent 
fo r Mr. Cardwell, read his o wn 
statement to him, to gether with 
that given by Co unsel New, and 
also a brief ^i^leg» 3m fro m his o wn 
atto rney , Mr. Walsh, ending with 
a request fo r mo rj particulars re­ 
garding the amo unt o f his co mpen­ 
satio n and o f t*^^ man he had met 
at the Midland. 
Cardwell refused 
to co nfirm the repo rt that he had 
been at the Midland. 
“ Yo u were there, in ro o m No . 
115, with a man giving the name 
o f E. O. Bro wn, fro m 11 until 
no o n, and y o u went directly fro m 
there to the Bank o f Co mmerce. 
Wiiat did y o u go to the bank fo r?” 
“ I went to bay a draft.” 
“ And what was that draft fo i ?” 
“ I bo ught eastern exchange to 
make a remittance to To peka,” 
was the answer. 
“ It is said y o u went there to 
o pen an acco unt?” 
Cardwell laughed. 
Still refus­ 
ing to name the sum, tho ugh al­ 
way s pro testing that he received 
mo ney . Cardwell was to ld : “ One 
repo rt is that the amo unt was 


$ 5 5 0 *” 
“ It was decidedly mo re than 
that,” came quickly . 
“ It was a 
dignified sum. 
But it was no t the 
mo ney I wanted,” he added, 
“ I 
wanted to be vindicated. 
I was 
vindicated when Co o k and Ran- 
dell and S' iphens and the o thers 
gave their ^stimo ny .” 
“ Did y c idemand a retractio n, 
he was asked. 
“ I have to ld y o u all I can tell.” 
Once mo re an a^:empt was made 
to disco ver who m Bro wn was and 
who se mo ney it was he turned 
o ver. 
“ I declare I tho ught him fro m 
the Republic. 
Please remember 
that I had no reaso n to do ubt his 
wo rd. 
It did no t o ccur to me that 
he was the agent o f o ther parties. 
This was referring to a rumo r at 
the City hall and abo ut the lo bby 
o f the Midland, where the po liti­ 
cians 
co ngregate, that Co lo nel 
Phelps had furnished the mo ney 
A t the co urt ho use this afterno o n 
it was flatly asserted that, when o n 
Tuesday Co unty Clerk To m Crit­ 
tenden, so n o f the o ld go verno r, 
threatened to send a co mmunica­ 
tio n to a paper ventilating the 
Cardwell end o f the co ntro versy , 
he was warned to desist, “ as the 
suit is abo ut to be dro pped and 
y o ur statement may break o ff the 
nego tiatio ns.” 
May o r Reed, co mmenting o n the 
develo pments, laughed and said : 
“ To e who le thing is a jo ke. 
I 
do no t believe he go t a cent.

was to ld o n Saturday he wo uld 
withdraw his suit this week.

republican paper here must have
